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TRUSTEE'S MEETING 


On Monday Febryary 6, President Joe Vignos WIFEZ presided over a 
"Get-acquainted" meeting of the elected officers for the 1989-90 fiscal 
year. The meeting was held at Joe and Pat's (Joe's wife) QTH,. 


The purpose of the meeting was for all the new officers to get 
acquainted and discuss how the club is being run and he asked each one 
to give their ideas on ways to improve the operations and make them 
more interesting. 


One of the main topics was "How can we get more of our young 
people, (new blood) interested in Amateur Radio." Arlan Van Doorn, 
Deputy Chief of the FCC's Washington, D.C. Field Operations Bureau, (as 
reported in the W5YI Report) made a presentation to the Northern 
Virginia FM Association in Falls Church, VA. His presentation = was 
strictly personal and was not speaking officially on behalf of FCC. 


His first words were "I don't see Many young people here." "Stop 
and think. The youth of America are where your ranks are. People are 
dying off. Are there not ways that kids can be shown and taught and 
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helped? He went on to say we have an opportunity and we are missing iv. 


We can not wait for our youth to come fo us. We must go to them and 
sell Amateur Radio to them. Amateur Radio's strength is in numbers, s0 
it is up to all Amateurs to invite the youth into our shack and show 
them what it is all about. We should approach our schools in our area, 
and see if we can put on a demonstration of Amateur Radio for thenr 
Science Classes. Contact the Boy Scout troops and put = on 
demonstrations. This is needed to increase our numbers and get more 
young people into our ranks, or we could lose some more of our 
frequencies. The thinking is that if our numbers are at a stand-still, 
the frequencies are not being utilized in the best interests of all. By 
increasing our numbers, more people are getting their start in 
electronic interest and some will go on to be our future electronic 
engineers and electronic technicians. 


Arlan Van Doorn's final comments on the subject were, “There will 
be more and more pressure put on you all. If you want to protect the 
frequencies, your safety is in numbers. Whether it be the youth, an 
ACLU, the blacks, the Hispanics or anybody else in this country, it's 
going to be in numbers. The Commission, as does Congress, bows to 
numbers. If it takes untold thousands to turn something around, then 
that is what it takes. Somebody else is going to get in there and put 
pressure on the Commission to do something else with it. 


There is the challenge, are we up to it? Are you willing to do your 
part in getting others into our ranks? 
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Now that we have discussed our youth, let's turn to our old timers. 
QCWA, what is it? It is the Quarter Century Wireless Association. 


Have you been licensed as an Amateur Radio Operator for twenty-five 
or more years? Are you proud of being an Amateur? To show that pride, 
the Quarter Century Wireless Association was formed by a group of old 
timers who were proud of the fact that they were licensed and had 
enjoyed Amateur Radio, for many years. 


WHO IS ELIGIBLE? If you were licensed twenty-five or more years 
ago and currently hold an Amateur license (you are not required to have 
held your license continuously for the twenty-five years), then you are 
eligible to join the ranks of this prestigious group of Amateur Radio 
Operators.

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SKYWATCH PROGRAM 


April 2nd thru April 8th, has been designated as Tornado Awareness 
Week, in Ohio. There will be a test drill on Wednesday morning at 
10:10 AM. Weather. Warning sirens, NOAA Weather Radio and Broadcast 
stations in the EBS system and some of our schools, will participate in 
the drill. Of course, the Skywatch -Nets will be activated and all 
checkins will be logged, to see how’ many of our trained Spotters 
participate and what kind of coverage we get. 
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On February 15th, 500 letters were mailed out to all A,ateurs that 
have taken the Spotter Training, in the 15 county area that the 
Akron-Canton National Weather Service is responsible for issuing all 
weather related Watches and Warnings. In the last three weeks since the 
mailing, only 245 cards have been returned. In order to up-date our 
computer records, we have asked that all that are still interested in 
being a Severe Weather Spotter, please return your card filled out with 
requested information, so any changes and corrections can be made. A 
computer print-out is kept at the NWS, so we know who you are and your 
location. This helps the radar man to check your area as your reports 
come in. And they feel more comfortable when they issue a warning, that 
the report came from a trained spotter. 


IF you are one of those that have not returned your card, do it now 
while you are thinking about it.
